ASTER Fashions usually give the keynote to what 


will be worn during the season; and certainly if 
some of the toilettes donned at the annual Easter 


parade denote the styles which will prevail for the 
coming spring and summer, we may expect to see many 
bizarre innovations: 

In the matter of fabric there is an almost endless 
variety of choice, and in this age there can be no excuse 
for a badly dressed woman, for even those of limited 
means can get valuable information from the fashion 
journals, and learn just what should or should not be 
worn, 

In wool materials drap a’ éé, with its cousin, tapaline 
cloth, will be the material far exc é for many dréssy 
gowns. Next to follow are ottomans, camel's hair, zibe- 
lines, whipcord, linen cloth, glacés, cheviots, snowflakes, 
canvas, Scotch goods, English tweeds, and covert suit- 
ings.. The three last named materials are handsomest 
when used in strictly made tailor gowns. 

It is rumored that serges are to become very fashion- 
able again, the newest ones being those showing a com- 
bination of two tones. 

Association of broadcloths with Venetian cloths or 
meltons are considered very smart. Repped fabrics, in 
both small and heavy cords, grow in favor constantly. 
They are often of such a fine mixture of silk and wool 
that they give the handsome effect of a faille silk. 

Tea gowns and matineés of every scription are in 
great demand during the warm weather, and although 
nothing positively new has been evolved there are 
charming combinations of materials and trimmings. 

Fancy printed silks of delicate ground, interwoven 
with floral designs, are also materials in fr equent use, the 
trimmings being of mousseline de soie, ribbon, and laces. 

Tea gowns are generally cut * n princesse,” with long 
plaited mousseline de soie extend ig from neck to foot, 
both front and back. ‘They are elaborately fashioned, and 
trimmed with quantities of Valenciennes, point appliqué, 
lierre, or point gene laces, with oftentimes transparent 
yokes, 

The pretty figured mousselines which come in light 
grounds, patterned in roses and trellised vines, make 
lovely matineés and morning gowns for summer wear. 
For cooler days a handsome, delicate shade of Lands- 
downe silk-warp cashmere will be found quite pretty 
and at the same time warm th-giving. 

The Empire coats are popular for young and old, and 
while many of them are made of cloth, in light tan and 
biscuit shades, the liking for utility colors, such as brown, 
blue, green, mulberry, dahlia, ete., is by no means lost, 

For dressy wear velvet is the material most in favor, 
and elaborate decorations of jet, lace, chiffon, and mous.”

SPRING MILLINERY. 
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Being made up of velvet, satin, gold embroidery, mousse- 
line de soie, and laces, they are very dressy and beautiful. 
The full shirred skirt will be largely used, as it lends 
itself admirably to the diaphanous fabrics so much worn 
during the heated term. Some have plaits laid in small, 
flat tucks, thus allowing the fullness to flare prettily at 
the bottom, while others, again, are shirred into a cord, 
gauged to about a finger’s depth. 
~ For heavier materials the cumbersome wide skirt has 
disappeared, to make room for the flatter fronts and 
perfectly adjusted gores, although they are not flatter- 
ing to the average woman's figure. 

‘A new idea is seen in a yoke at the top of skirts. They 
measure from three to five inches in depth and conceive 
all kinds of shapes. Some are brought from the back to 
finish at the sides with long tabliers, thus allowing the 
front of the skirt to be shaped gored to the top. 

Piqués, zephyrs, cotelines, percales, royal reps, cotton 
satins, crépes, and .cotton cashmeres will be the favor- 
ites for jacket costumes for summer wear. Solid colors 
will be in vogue, although combinations of two tones 
will be much seen, White will dominate both for ground 
and surfaces.

Blue is shown in many shades to imi- 
tate gems, such as turquoise, sapphires, etc., while 
others, again, attain the marine shade.

Thi 
is considered very elegant for vests, plastrons, revers, 
etc, On a black Brussels net we find a floral de 
of chiffon or gaze de Chambray, outlined with s 
braid. This is entirely new, whole costumes beit g 
made of this material. 

Mohair and silk braids are still very much 
mand, The scroll pattern will predominate, with 
its variations. They are chiefly used for walking or 
tailor-made garments. 

Soutache braid must be sewed on with the edge 
standing, in order to be fashionable. 

Thin materials, such as striped and broché gauzes, 
grenadines, silk mull, and chiffon, will be largely used 
for spring. ‘They divide their popularity with the 
fancy taffetas. ‘These materials make up handsomely 
for bridesmaids’ costumes when chosen in delicate 
shades. 

For the warmer weather challies, lace striped lap- 
pets, batistes, organdies, lawns, linons, and .gingham 
will be just as popular as they have been di 
ious seasons. There will be but little cl 
signs, although some new patterns have bee 
Thus we see anew challie, called Barige imprimé, 
which is much thinner than the usual run of 
fabric. The designs show scarlet geraniums or corals 
on a faint gray ground, while others show indefinite 
figures of Persian coloring. 

A new cloth, which will be quite fashionable and 
which comes in solid-hued colors, is the Cecilia cloth, 
It has a finely twilled surface, and will be much liked 
for street wear, as will also the Paquin Serges, which are 
of the same order, only with the cord raised. Plain 
grosgrain, bengaline, ottoman, and faille silks will be 
chosen for outdoor wear. Black brocaded satins will be 
much favored by matrons, For ceremonious occasions 
Directoire silks, showing: a gold or white ground with a 
design of large leaves or figures, in violet or black, out- 
lined with pale green, and oftentimes a tinge of red 
showing, are considered most elegant, 

Bodices will be very elaborate. The yoke is said to 
become quite prominent, so much so that many of the 
new waists are made to be worn with a guimpe. The 
corsage may be cut low, square, or surplice fashion, or 
it may be tastefully slashed to show the bodice under- 
neath. Frills of all kinds will be quite in vogue as ac- 
cessories to all bodices, 

A combination may be achieved in the bodice of a 
costume, but in some respects the waist must correspond 
with the skirt. Contrasting waists are considered quite 
passé, 

Belts to be worn with shirt waists are very narrow, 
and are made of kid, snake, suéde, and alligator skin. 

Shirt waists differ very little from those of last season. 
They are made in lawn, organdie, percale, linon, and 
batiste.
